Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other comments: IVIr. Kroboth set forth alleged errors or problems he has noted in the 
Final Office Action sent out June 29, 2006. Mr Kroboth stated that none of the reference of record teach the loos "on" 
the side of the shoe or the use of a safety pin. attached to the end of a strap, through the loop that is attached to the 
end of the shoe. Mr. Kroboth further proposed changes that included the langue of the loop being on the side of the 
shoe base. The examiner disagreed, stating that Gallaway, in Figure 5 shows the strap on the side of the shoe, but 
this added limitation would require further consideration and/or search. Futhermore. Mr. Kroboth noted that the pin in 
Gallaway was not located in the loop and that Stritter was not noted on Form 892 with the last Office Action. 
Accordingly, a fonm 892 with stritter cited is attached herewith. Mr. Kroboth further stated that the limitations of claim 
10 were not met or addressed in the Office action and he believes that the Final should be withdrawn. The examiner 
and Mr Kroboth agreed that they are of difference of opinion and Mr. Kroboth would present arguments with respect to 
the Final Office action. . 
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
